5. (Amended) The cultured cell set forth in claim 1 wherein the culture medium is a 
WP culture medium or an MS culture medium. 

6. (Amended) A method for culturing a tissue of a Ficus stipulata Thunb., 
comprising the steps of subculturing the cultured cell set forth in claim 1 in a culture medium 
containing at least one kind of thidiazuron and benzyladenine in an amount effective to 
induce callus formation of the Ficus stipulata Thunb., and thereby obtaining a plantlet of the
